This Psalm is a song of thanks­ 
giving. To many It is the best 
known of all the psalms express- 


thinking especially of his fellow 
Hebrews and their long journey 
from Abraham’s time until they 
finally settled in Canaan. He finds 


God angry with them when dis­ 
obedient. But God was “slow to 
anger” and in the main full of 
love, gracious and merciful in His 
dealings. Only a living God can 
be offended and angry with His 
people, 
and also forgiving when 
they are repentant He looks upon 
them as His children and shows 
pity toward those who are Eever- 
ent. 
His Love Is Unfailing 
The poet sees the Lord living 
with His people.
